The total farm produce receive in 1879 
had a weight of 5,475,000 tons, @rainst’ a 
weight of 5,210,000 tons in 1878. 

The value of farm products received in 
1879 was $253,000,000, against a value of like 
products in 1878 of $218,000,000; an Ancheane 
of 16 por cent. 

Considering the fact that there are a great 
many places in the country each claiming to 
be the greatest primary market for tread- 
stuffs in the world, we reproduce the figures 
for 1879, that they may be distinctly known 
and remembered: 187,624,823 bushels of 
grain received in Chicago in ‘the yéar 1879. 
This record has no equal. | 

The wholesale transactions, independent of 
breadstuffs, reached $341,000,000, and the sales 
of goods manufactured, in Chicago aggre- 
gated $236,500,000. Making a close estimate 
of these transactions and excluding duplicate 
sales, when such were included under both 
heads, the joint sales during the year. at 
wholesale of manufactures and other, mer- 
chandise aggregate $512,000,000. The grand 
total value of breadstuffs, merchandise, and 
manufactured goods reached the handsome 
sum of $764,000,000, an increase over 188 of 
17 per cent, 

For the details of all branches of this trade 
during the year, we refer the reader to the 
general review, but a summary statement of 
the receipts and shipments of certain articles 
is included in the following table:

The number o of hogs killed in this alty rene 
ing the year is less by some 300,000 than 
during 1878. This has been due mainly ‘to 
the interruptions in the business caused by 
the strikes in November and December. The 
business, however, has gong on in the Chi- 
cago establishments of other cities just the 
same. There is a loss in the amount of 
slaughtering and packing done in this city, 
which loss has fallen mainly on the laborers, 
whio have lost’ the wages they would have 
earned. Unable to kill here, the Chicago 
packers have done much of this business at

The grand ex- 
hibit’ of Chicago’s share in the general re- 
vival of trade and the great increase in pro- 
duction will not be made until it appears as 
part of the business history of 1880. 

We commend this review of the business of 
the year to the. readers of THe TRIBUNE de- 
cause of the great labor, intelligence, and 
fidelity with which it has been compiled. Ac- 
curacy, truth, and comprehensiveness have

fidently depended upon, so far as earnest and 
faithful labor could accomplish the work. 


THE OLD YEAR. 

To-day we enter upon a new decade as well 
as a new year, and a new count will he made 
ot our population, resources, and growth. It 
is, therefore, a fitting time, before we set up 
the stone to the memory of 1879, that we 


should examine the retrospect and see where 


we stand this Jan. 1, 1880, as compared 1 
Jan. 1, 1879. 

The year, as a: whole, shows gratifying 
progress, abundant prosperity, adyances in 
all departments of business, society, religion, 
literature, science, education, and the arts. 
In no direction is this more marked than in 
our financial improvement and business re- 
vival. The resumption of svecie-payments, 
the general good health of the people, and 
the abundant harvests have combined to re- 
vive every branch of business, and inaugu- 
rate a boom * that shows no signs of abate- 


ment. It has influenced. every field of labor, 


and awakened a demand for every product 
of industry. It shows itself in the con- 
stantly-increasing volume of our export 
products, especially of food for those coun- 
tries in Europe where industry is diverted 
from its proper sphere of operation, either by 
unjust laws or by military necessity; in the 
reopening of long-closed shops, and the con- 
struction of new ones; in the building of 
new railroads; in the reéstablishment of con- 
fidence ; in the steady and regular operation of 


the laws of trade; and in the happier and 


more contented condition of our people. In 
this aggregation of prosperity and activity 
there is every incentive for present effort and 
every hope for a suecessful future. V, 
While there is scarcely a nation in the Old 
World that is not involved in dangerous po- 
litical complications, we are at peace, our 
foreign relations are not disturbed, and our 
domestic relations are such that we enter 
upon the year of -an exciting Presidential 
eleetion with not a thought or fear of trouble, 
much less of war. 4 
One of the most striking incidents of the 
year has been the exodus of negroes from 
the South, hoping to better their condition in 
he North. Probably 10,000 of this class 
hive left their homes,—not a large number 
as ompared with the total negro popula- 
tion, hut,/sufficient to warrant Democratic 
Congresmen in appointing a committee to 
ascertala the causes, which lie so near the 
surface that any child can see them. Since 
the world was created men have migrated to 
better their condition, and the same causes 
which impel foreigners to our shores are 
urging the negroes to the North, oaly in the 
latter case the causes are more urgent and 


pressing. The negro in the South has been 


reduced to aserfdom which is slavery under 
another name. He has been stripped of his 


political rights and rebbed of his-citizenship. - 


He has been cheated out of his wages and 
hunted down with shot#un and rifle. 
Fits labor has been sold out upon the shal- 
lowest legal pretexts. He has virtually been 


debarred from the privilege of ma&king-«a ; 


living, ‘and, under the operatiop a great 
natural law, he goes where he €an have the 
right to labor and to live. That is all there 
is in the negro exodus. 

The health of the country has been ex- 


cellent. The yellow-fever visited the South, 


but in a very mild form as compared with its 
ravages in 1878. No other epidemic has 
visited us, and we commence the new year 
with every prospect of good health, provided 
the ordinary hygienic and sanitary precau- 
tions are regarded. 

Politically the year has been a memorable 
one. The Democrats commenced the year 
with an aggressive. and even revolutionary 
policy; by which they attempted to set up 
Statevights doctrines as applied to elee- 
tions, seeking to enforce them by a refusal 
to vote appropriations for the support of the 
army and the various Departments of the 
Government. Congress, Democratic in both 
branches, sought to coerce the President; 
but, by the fearless use of the veto, he held 


| their policy in check, and in the fall these 


issues were passed upon in the State elec- 
tions, resulting in a splendid array of Re- 
publican victories, foreshadowing a National 
victory next fall. 

The year has not been so satisfactory in 
the Old World. In France, it opened with 4 
sweeping Republican victory, but before the 
close of January a complication had arisen 
in the matter of military commands which 
resulted in the resignation of President Mac- 
Mahon and the choice of M. Jules Grévy as 
his successor. Several Ministerial changes 
followed during the year, but not of extraor- 
dinary consequenée until the present time. 
Another Cabinet crisis is now pending grow- 
‘ng out of the Education bill and Amnesty 
law, which will end in the resignation of the 

Premier, M. Waddington, and the organiza- 
tion of a new Cabinet under the leadership 
of M. Freycinet. England has suffered from 
an extraordinary depression of her manu- 
facturing industries and agriculture, from 
only 
to be confronted by an agrarian com- 
plication in Ireland of a very se- 
rious character, owing to the oppress- 
ive Land laws and the persecutions of 
tenants by the English landholders. She 


“has had two foreign wars, conducted at great 


expense and ‘serious loss of life, the first in 
Zululand and the second in Afghanistan, 


doth of which have resulted in her favor. In 


1 the Vatican, and 
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a strong protective tariff has deen passed; 
many of the railroads and insurance com- 
panies have passed under the control of the 
Government; an alliance has been formed 
with Kustria, ostensibly against Russian ag- 
"gression ; and steps have been taken towards 
the formation of .a.great Zollverein unit- 
ing. te ‘Teutonic, races, The only ad- 
ditional feature of. interest in Austria has 
been the extension of her territory to Novi- 
Bazar, indicating its future extension to Sa- 
lonica, on the Agean Sea, for the purposes 
of a commercial outlet. Russia has been 
kept in turmoil tho whole year With Nihil- 
itte “intendiarism, asasinations, and plots 
which have twice been aimed at the life of 
the Ozar himself. Meanwhile the people have 
suffered untold misery, and, though thou- 
sands have been exiled to Siberia and many 
executed, the conspiracy against the Govern- 
ment has gained such headway that at last 
the Czar is contemplating resigning the con- 
trol of home affairs te the Czarqwitch, who is 
very liberal and reported to be ‘in favor of a 
representative form of government. Turkey 
has gohe from bad to worse; is completely 
bankrupt, and on the verge of dismember- 
ment. The Khédtve of Egypt has been de- 
posed, and the administration of affairs is in 
the hands of his son, Tewfik Pasha, under 
the immediate supervision of England and 
France. Italy has been quiet. A new Min- 
istry has been formed in Spain upon the 
questiop of reforms, and a bill for the gradual 
abolition of slavery is now pending in the 
Cortes. 

Death has been busy during the year, and 
many of the prominent workers of the world 
have dropped out of their various fields of 
labor. The Church has lost, among many 
others, such men as John Weiss, Bishop Fo- 


heimer of New Jersey, Rollin H. Neale of 
Boston, James De Koven of Wisconsin, Dr. 
Budington of New York, and Bishop 
Whittingham of Maryland. Science is called 
upon to mourn the loss of Gervais, the great 
naturalist; Elihu Burritt, the Learned Black-

man meteorologist; M. Chevalier and Henry 
Carey, the political economists. na | 
prominent editors who have died are 
Morton McMichael of the Philadel- 
phia North” American, Horace IL.

En- 
qutrer, De Villemessant of the Paris Figaro, 
William McKee of the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat, and John T. Delane, ex-editor of the 
London Times. There have been taken out 
of business cireles Henry Goodyear, Eber- 
hard Faber, George W. Taylor, John Shillito, 
Daniel Drew, Solomon A. Smith, and Eras- 
tus Bigelow. The fine arts have lost Viollet 
le Duc, Meyerheim, Couture, William Hunt, 
„Cham,“ the Paris caricaturist, Schussele, 
Hubner, Noble, and Powell. In music, Proch, 
Jensen, Henselt, Richter, Smart, Grobe, and 
Eckert are at rest, and the curtain has for- 
ever been rung down upon the actors Clark, 
Rousby, Leffingwell, Palmer, Fechter, and 
Buckstone. Literature only loses among its 
prominent names Hilliard, Dana, Howitt, 
Reynolds, and Abbott. Our own army 
loses five famous names, — T. W.  Sher- 
man, Sully, Davis; Hooker, and Shields. 
In the political world Caleb Cushing; 
Pierre Magne, the famous French 


German statesmen; John A. Dix, William 
Lloyd Garrison, ex-Gov. Allen of Ohio, and 
Zach Chandler, have dropped out. In the 
world of Royalty, Prince Henry of the Neth- 
erlands, Shere Ali, William Prince of Orange, 
and Prince Louis Napoleon are no more.

A. good: deal of sentiment is naturally 


whether it takes the form of a midnight 
meeting, of good resolutions, or social calls. 


to the future. Those who affect to hold sen- 
timent in contempt do not pause to consider 
how large a space it really occupies in 
human life, and how important an influence 
it exercises upon all human actions. Its 
‘scope was never more broadly illustrated 
than during the year which has just closed, 
when sentiment was a most potent agent in 
reviving business activity and material pros- 
perity. In this ease it was the sentiment 
known as “confidence” ‘that shed sunlight 
upon withered efforts, and brought into full 
bloom the buds of hope and ambition, whose 
fruits had long been despaired of. This con- 
fidence was the direct result ot one of the 
grandest of National achievements, wrought 


the resumption of specie-payments after a 
long period of suspension and. after the 
vicissitudes and excesses inseparable from 
an tirredeemable and depreciated currency. 

It was just one year ago to-day that re- 
sumption was formally deereed. It had been 
reached by preparations so complete, and by 
popular hardships so heroically borne, that, 
when it came, there was no shock nor dis- 
turbance, but a universal sigh of relief: that 
the long agony over, and assurance that 
a new era of stable values and active enter- 
prise had been opened to the country. From 
that very day the signs of recovery were 
marked. Suspicion and dread gave way to 
confidence and hope. The men who had 
been hoarding their means began to look 
about for investments.

The iron- 
furnaces were started up, and new railroads 
reached out into new fields and after new re- 
sources.

price of the whole hog’’ was about 4 per 
cent higher. The avetage quotation for pork 
was advanced about 10 per cent, by an enor- 
mous speculative movementin that article, but 
lard was depressed no less than 6% per cent 
by the fact of unusually big stocks, and 
meats were 1 per cent lower in 
sympathy. The advance was more 
marked in other descriptions of prod- 
uce, raising the general average. 
The advance in prices of all kinds of prop, 
erty some twelve months ago is a little more 
than the increase in the volume of our money 
circulation; but the average increase for the 
whole year may be roughly estimated at not 

more than 7 to 8 per cent. | 
It ig pleasant to beable to record the fact 
that this city has increased the volume of her 
business transactions’ more than the average 
of the country.

The great bulk of al 
the hogs in the West come here, because of 
our vastly superior facilities for packing and 


carrying; but our merchants have not hesi- 
tated to establish packing-houses elsewhere, 
when more convenient to deal with. the ma- 
terial there. They practically handle about 
three-quarters of the vast hog crop of the 
West and a volume of cereals fully equal to 
the total export.surplus of the United States. 


„Very few persons outside the trade, and 


not all of those engaged in it, have more than 
a faint idea of the part which our. leading 
operators take in the produce movement, 
Most of them are noted in the directory as 


commission merchants or brokers, and from 


this it has been widely inferred that they only 
do business on orders from other parties, ex- 
cept as they may speculate a little on their 
own account during the lulls of activity in 
the order-department. It is true that the 
majority belong to this class, but there aré 
men in the ranks who move the world. Chi- 
cago cash, as wellas Chicago brains, is en- 
gaged in the business to a very large extent, 
The men of other cities, who send, out circu- 
lars stating that they are ready to do other 
people’s business, and then wonder why it 
does not come to them instead of going to 
Chicago, do not understand the way.in which 
our folks do it. The produce is sent here by 
men who are operating on, or in conjunction 
with, Chicago capital. Fully one-eighth part 
of all the grain and live stock that comes 
here is paid for here in advance of its ar- 
rival, and some of it months beforehand, as in 
the case of corn cribbed in the country during 
the winter. It is the property of the grain 
merchant in this city as completely as.if he 
had grown it on a farm of his own, 
free from mortgage. So, too, a large propor- 
tion of the produce is forwarded from this 
city by the owners, to the people who distrib- 
ute it to consumers. We have commission 
merchants here who do a large export trade, 
both in grain and provisions, But a very 
large part of the whole is shipped on owner’s 
account. Our two largest packing firms 
send much of their stuff to Europe as their 
own property, and there are several other 
firms who “hardly ever” sell a pound of 
their property on this market, except m a 
speculative way, for the purpose of preserv- 
ing the balance of trade by lessening ship- 
ping risks. Nearly the same state of things 
obtains in the handling of grain. Itis largely 
bought here by men who sell it abroad, and 
they sometimes hold it here for weeks; or 
even months, till a favorable opportunity of- 
fers for sending it to its destination. But 
they also buy in the country, as well as here, 
and send the grain forward by that route 
which is the cheapest for the time being, so 
that the volume of ur receipts and shipments 
is not by any means necessarily a gauge of 
the magnitude of the business which is ac- 
tually transacted here.

It should be noted that, while our quota- 
tions of prices, etc., for former years are 
given in currency, all our totals used in 
comparison are reduced to a specie basis. 
‘We have changed our figures for 1878 in two 
or three cases, as a result of information 
gained after our last Annual Review was pub- 
lished, but the differences in the aggregate 
are not important, one item nearly compen- 
sating for the other. | 

In the introduction to our Review of 1878 
we remarked, “ There is little room to doubt 
that we are now on the upturn in prices; on 
produce, other stocks of merchandise, and 
real estate. Our prospects were 
never more bright.” There certainly is not 
at the present time less reason than a year 
ago to anticipate prosperity in the future. 
All the conditions point towards 1880 as to be 
amore active and prosperous year for Chi- 


cago than any that has preceded it; though’ 


it is possible, and perbaps desirable, that the 
fever-heat of speculation experienced last 
autumn be toned down into a more sober 
activity during the ensuing twelve months. 


PRODUCE. 


The produce trade of the past year has 
been a very active one, much more so than 
that of any previous year in our history; 
the volume of receipts and shipments aggre- 
gated 5 per cent more than in 1878. In that 
year Chicago made a big stride forward, the 
causes of which were fully detailed in our 
last Annual Review, She then passen the 
line of 100,000,000 bushels of bréadstuffs and 
6,000,000 head of live stock, which had for a 
rather long time seemed to be the limit of her 
capabilities. And she passed it with a bound, 
eclipsing by more than one-third all former 
efforts in handling and controlling the produce 


| trade of the Great West. That tremendous 


increase was widely regarded as a phenom- 
enal outburst of activity which could not be 
repeated in this generation. In actually sur- 
passing it during 1879 the city has done much 
more than was generally expected, and it is 
noteworthy that the high-priced breadstuffs 
show a big increase. Provisions and most 
other desériptions of produe¢ have rolled in 
upon usin much greater volume than the 
previous year, so that the grand total is again 
bigger than ever. | 

The tendency of prices was again to a low 
range during the first three-quariersiof the 
year. There was a widespread disposition to 


regard the short side as the safe side, the 


principal check being that administered by 
the Keene investment of the previous winter. 
“Big crops of everything, everywhere, and 


| prices will go down lower than you ever 


knew them before,” was the belief pf the

The tendency now is 
to buy grain as one buys realestate, to hold, 
though not always for so long a time. The 
dry-goods merchant buys his sheetings and 
calicoes with intent to sell them ata price 
which will pay him a profit, and he is willing 
to hold them till buyers want them at that 
price, unless he should become ‘satisfied in 
the meantime that altered conditions render 
it prudent to sell-for less. The big capital- 
ists have showed that they can buy pork and 
lard, wheat and corn, in the same way; and 
their example has been followed by smaller 
operators during last antumn, who hang on 
with bulldog pertinacity through rather wide 
price-fluctuations, determined to wait till the 
stuff should be wanted at better prices. 
They have allowed their money to lie in the 
deal as an investment, instead of a mere 
gambling operation to be decided by the turn 
of a card. 

The course of events during the past four 
months has shown, however, that capital is 
not king unless accompanied by brains. 
Some of our largest moneyed men have been 


“the heaviest losers by the autumn boom in 
produce. They guessed wrong, and the er- 


ror involved a loss of much cash. Indeed, 
the most notable phenomenon of the recent 
movement was the fact that so many of the 
big men were on the wrong side of the deal. 
And this is the reason why there were so few 
failures. The men who lost money were 
able to bearit. Not the least noteworthy 
point in the history of the movement is the 
fact that capital has lost prestige as well as 
gained it. Men who were looked up to for 
years as able to dictate the cou of prices 
have proved to be only mortal. agon has 
fallen prostrate in the midst of his worship- 
ers: the charm is broken.

CORN. 
THE MARKET FOR CORN 
exhibits a decline, both in quantity and price. 
The receipts were 62,164,238 bu, against 63,- 
651,518 bu in 1878; and the shipments were 
61,983,222 bu, against 50,944,200 bn the pre- 
vious year. Itshould be remembered, how- 
ever, that the movement of corn through this 
city in 1878 was nearly one-third larger than 
in 1877, being much the biggest maize year 
in our history. With the exception of that 
phenomenal twelve months no former year 


| will compare with the one just elapsed in re- 
guard to the quantity handled, and no recent 


one has ruled so low in the price of the 
article. Even the autumn advance in the 
prices of all kinds of produce failed to raise 
the corn average to a fair price, as gauged 
by the record of many a past year. Corn has 
been plentiful, and the course of the market 
suggests the old saying that “if diamonds 
were as plenty as Stopes they would be as 
cheap.“ 

The reason for the diminished movement 
of corn through this city is to be found b a 
comparison of rail with lake freights. The 
railroad companies did not discriminate 
against Chicago so severely as in some former 
years; but they did carry grain eastward at 
one time at tuch terribly low rates as to beat 
the water route.

TOBACCO. 

THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT | 
at Washington estimates the total area 
under tobacco for 1879 at 493,167 acres, and 
the yield per acre at 779 pounds, or a total 
yield of 384,177,000 pounds. This is an in- 
erease over the product for 1878 of 3644 per 
cent. From the tax on tobacco the Govern- 
ment derives a revenue of about 840,000, 00 
annually, of which amount Chicago pays 
about $1,500,000, The annual consumption 
in the United States of cigars is nearly 2,000, 
000,000, or an average.of about forty-four 
cigars for every man, woman, and child. 
The consumption of tobacco other tnan el- 
gars and cigarets is about 25,500,000 pouniis. 
Fully 50,000 persons are employed in 
the United States in the manufacture 
of tobacco, and turn out a product 
worth \ $72,000,000, The average consump- 
tion of tobacco in the United Sta 
is about 44¢ pounds. It is interesting to note 
that the average consumption of tobacco for 
each head of the population in Germanyiin

THE SEASON AT THE OUTSET 

) Promised to be one of the most satisfactory 
since 1871. Good prices were obtained for 
small fruits, and the lower prices of some of 
the midsummer varieties were offset by their 
abundance. The drawback came in the late 
fall, when the unusually mild weather made 
fruit decay rapidly, and the losses in many 
eases were severe. The total sales are sup- 
posed to approximate $6,000,000, The receipts 
were much larger than in 1878.

The crop of strawberries was large, and 
sold at good prices, the Michigan fruit aver- 
aging about 7c, and the Southern, which came 
early, about 100 per quart.
